spent in drying the clothes that were 
wet during the night, and while 
mine were drying I took a scout over 
the hills. ,1 found plenty of fruit and 
nuts and some corn and a stray fowl. 
I ate a dinner today that would have 
gratified a king and then I went to 
the city with D. W. Douglass. He is 
a candidate for the hospital and I 
deem him a clear winner. He has a 
fever, aad as typhoid is prevalent I 
think he may" have it. I am not 
afraid of it, as I had a siege and 
won out.

the hospital now and walking around. »ij 
They made a charge on us last night, 
and you ought to have seen us send 
them to the hills. 
They are regular 


cowards. 
They won't fight an open 


battle. They get in trees [and in 
bushes and fire at us and then they 
can't hit any of us. We have got six 
dynamite guns and the Spaniards 
don't know what to make of them. 
You ought to see them go when we 
lire one of those guns at them 
This 


is a regular snap. 
Don't'believe any 


newspaper reports, for there is no 
truth in them at all. All they want 
is something sensational, just to make 
the people buy the papers. I suppose 
they have had us all shot to pieces 
already. 
Well, don't believe any- 


thing like that, for it is not so 
We 


all look like niggers—black as the 
dickens. 
I am afraid we never will 


be white again. 
I never felt finer in 


my life than I do at present. This is 
a dandy climate. 
There is all kinds 


of fruit, and you can get it for al- 
most nothing, but no one can under- 
stand us. They are all black people 
on this island and talk Porto Rico 
language. 
We make signs to them 


ancf they understand in that manner. 
Don't give yourself any worry at all 
about me, for I am all right and am 
going to take good care of myself, 
and if what I hear is true, peace will 
soon be declared. I hope sr, and then 
I will get to come home. Everybody 
is feeling "out of sight" and want 
to run all of the Spaniards in the 
ocean.

Guayama, Porto Eico, Aug. 7.— 


Well, we are here at last, and right 
into it, as we have had one fight and 
captured 
this place, composed of 


aobut 5,000 people, but the most of 
them are natives, and they help us all 
they can and are very peaceful. We 
captured 
about twenty-five Span- 


iards, some ammunition and guns, 
and what we did not get was not very 
much. 


Co. H marched six miles tonight to 


join the regiment. 
We, or this 


brigade, received orders today from 
Gen. 
Miles to join him immediately. 


We expect to begin the march tomor- 
row (Monday). We go to San Juan, 
marching across the island, capturing 
everyvthing in sight. We expect to 
have another battle tonight or tomor- 
row, as there are about 2,000 Span- 
iards closing in around us now. They 
are very hard to find. It is just the 
same as hunting rabibts, and is also 
funjor us. There were two or three 
boys m our regiment wounded, but 
not seriously. "\Ve killed nine Span- 
iards and wounded several. 


We have been having a good Urnc. 


Cocoanuts, oranges, 
bananas 
and 


lemons grow in abundance here and 
we are getting our share of them. 
We did not get very much to eat when 
we first landed, but are faring first- 
rate at present, but don't know how 
long it will last. If we start on our 
march tomorrow we will get the same 
old things — hard-tack and corned 
beef, but I guess I can live on it, as 
I have gotten used tJ it now. 


I gathered 
some shells from the 


beach yesterday which I will try and 
bring home with me if 1 can keep 
them that long.
